Vaccination with collagen in Complete Freund's Adjuvant, which resulted in skin nodules, 
polyarthritis, decreased appetite and mobility. Animals were provided partial relief from 
pain/distress through the use of topical antibiotics for nodules, opioid analgesics, 
assisted feeding, thermal, and hydrotherapy for affected joints. Criteria for euthanasia 
were established in the event of prolonged anorexia or intolerance of opioid analgesics. 

Scientific Justification: 

Non-steroidal anti-inflammatory drugs would provide better relief from the effects of 
this model, but they cannot be used as they interfere with the progression of the disease 
model.

Animals receive a challenge dose of bacteria into the middle ear and are treated with a 
test article and control articles. Animals display head tilt and weight loss. Several 
animals died spontaneously from sepsis, which was an unintended consequence. 

Scientific Justification: 

An efficacy model is required to evaluate potential new therapeutics. A whole animal 
model is required to evaluate the ability of the test article to reach the target tissues and 
be efficacious in the complex environment of the middle ear, which is not yet able to be 
modeled in vitro or in siiico. Analgesics are contraindicated in this model because both 
opioid and non-steroidal anti-inflammatory drugs modulate local and systemic Immune 
responses.

Scientific Justification for 
Exception to Standards: 

There are several procedures that require individual housing. Cardiovascular telemetry 
monitoring is performed in individually housed animals because the telemetry 
monitoring equipment cannot detect signals from more than one animal. Animals also 
require individual housing when collecting feces or urine for evaluation of test article 
distribution or effects, or when monitoring animals for clinical signs that present as cage 
pan findings (e.g. abnormal urine, feces, or presence of vomitus) which must be 
attributed to individual animals in order to correlate the clinical observation with plasma 
exposure levels.
